INDIAN RIVER FESTIVAL

Abosolute, total bedlam! 8,000 screaming spectators lined the 
banks of the Indian River at Titusville as more than 60 rafts, of 
every conceivable description, converged on the starting line. 
Hobie cats, power boats, sailboats and canoes were kept off the 
course by members of the U.S. Coast Guart Auxiliary. 

“K4SJC from WA4CUO — They’re off!’’ came the call via 2- 
meter FM. Thus began the climatic Great Indian River Raft Race, 
main event of the 5th Annual Titusville Indian River Festival, held 
25-27, 1980. 

Members of the Titusville Amateur Radio Club provided the 
communications for two full days of water activities during the 
Festival, using mostly handy-talkies and operting on 146.52 sim- 
plex. On Saturday, club members manned the chase boat 
(WB4sig), the pontoon boat used to direct the waterski show 
(WB4HVY), directed the airboats and water parade from the 
Titusville marina (K4CWG and K4BZJ, ‘‘Moped mobile’), manned

As someone recently commented half in jest and half seriously, 
South Florida doesn’t have to practice at emergency com- 
munication. We have the real thing all the time. And so it seems. 

After a two week period of nervous exhaustion for many Dade 
and Monroe County amateurs, the Federal Government finally 
stepped in and relieved us from a grueling schedule of around-the- 
clock communicating between Key West, Miami’s Tamiami Park 
Refugee Processing Center, and 13 temporary shelters housing 
refugees. 

It came to us more suddenly than a hurricane! We were not given 
any advanced warning that amateurs would be needed for this kind 
ofemergency ... BUT .. . wecame through with flying colors! 
A dozen amateurs in Key West, working 24 hours a day for more 
than a week, and more than 60 Latin and Anglo hams in the Miami 
area, kept the flow of informtion going, so that the first 20,000 
Cuban refugees could be processed with reasonable efficiency. 

We provided ‘‘first-aid’’ communication. ‘‘Why did we have to?” 
you may ask, and rightfully. Don’t forget, except for a few hours of 
phone outage in Key West, landline communication was always 
available, at lest between Key West and Tamiami Park. But what 
was not available in the final analysis was an efficient, IM- 
MEDIATE County emergency communications plan for the 
agencies involved in the processing; or if there was, the people 
were not quick to implement it. 

Amateur Radio did as Amateur Radio has always done — sup- 
plied INSTANT “‘first-aid’’ communication. That is, and always 
has been, our greatest strength. And it was strongly evident as the 
crisis evolved that there grew a strong psychological dependence 
on the amateurs, even after a comprehensive phone netweork had 
been established connecting all points, and the County got its 
proverbial ‘‘act”’ together. 

It was marvelous to see formal traffice being handled, BI- 
LINGUALLY!, without any sacrifice in message accuracy. The 
Cuban-American hams are to be congratulated for their effort. 

We’re due a fine pat on our backs. I don’t know if it will come 
from the municipal government, but let’s at least give it to our- 
selves. Especially when as WA4CGQ now reports — ‘‘the Feds are 
trying to run a room full of transmitters in Key West, which are 
desensing and overloading one another to the point of uselessness.”’ 

Let’s never sell ourselves short. And let’s never let our guard 
drop by not practicing emergency communication. 73 til next time. 
(EDITOR’S NOTE: We plan a detailed story with photos from Key 
West next month. )

Editor FLORIDA SKIP: 
The F.C.C. really did answer the boaters in a second letter to Mr. Ed Lazowska 
WA4ATY. This letter urges him to correct the misinformation he so widely publicized as 
being an authoritative F.C.C. ruling allowing foreign amateur licenses to be used aboard 
U.S. vessels when in international waters. His article ‘“F.C.C. ANSWERS BOATERS” and 
other comments published in the March issue of Florida Skip again critizes the public 
spirited amateurs who were instrumental in cleaning up the amateur ban the many 
maritime mobile pirates that infested the Bahama and Caribbean. He calls these 
amateurs ‘‘self appointed vigilantes” that are trying to enforce their own contrary views 
of the law. On the radio, Mr. Lazowska is a Net Controler of the Waterway Net. He claims 
that nobody is guilty of violating the rules and regulations unless caught and proven 
guilty. For some mysterious reason Mr. Lazowska uses his own contrary views of thelaw, 
protecting the pirates and criticizing the vigilantes. 
H.R. report No. 296 backs the legitimate maritime mobiles, indicating F.C.C. 
authorization is required for MM operation, citeing Section 302(S) of the communication 
act. Previous to this, the A.R.R.L. sent a letter dated 12 June 1979 of which Mr. Lazowska 
is aware and probably has a copy, to Mr. Merchant J2ABD. This letter states that ‘‘An 
amateur license issued by a government other than the United States does not authorize a 
U.S. citizen to operate an Amateur Radio station on board a U.S. registered vessel in © 
international waters.’’ Now the F.C.C. has sent Mr. Lazowska a letter citeing all the 
applicable rules. Will the Waterway Net be advised of these rules or will the “Vigilantes” 
have to send every net member a copy of that letter as was done with the A.R.R.L. letter? 
All amateurs should know by now that the emphasis being put on foreign licenses is 
solely for the purpose of finding a way to allow unqualified U.S. citizens to use amateur 
radio aboard their yachts. It is for their own personal convenience without the expense of 
commercial high seas radioor the trouble of taking the U.S. license examination. The 
harassment of which Mr. Lazowska speaks has been to a great many pirates a big in- 
centive or inducement to obtain their U.S. license. This not only gave them a happier time 
on the radio, but saved the U.S. and Foreign authorities the expense and trouble of 
eventually having to round up the violators. There is, of course always a few anti- 
establishment die hards that will not give in to any authority. If left unchecked will use 
any loop hole or poorly defined regulation as an excuse to operate their radio without a 
proper license. Let’s not help these people doit.

ARTHUR H. LYNCH, W4DKJ (W2DKJ/W2USA)

By this time most of the SKIP members have heard 
of the death of Arthur Lynch, W4DKJ of Cape Coral. Most 
however are not aware of many firsts in radio that Arthur 
achieved. 

Just a few days after receiving his first license in 1912 
he sent his first SOS when the Standard Oil Company tug 
“‘Astral™ went aground off the Florida Coast. 

Later aboard the Yacht “Wakiva I’ in Mexican waters 
Arthur handled all of the traffic between the American 
Consulate at Tampico and the Embassy in Mexico during 
the revolution. 

During World War I he was instructor at the Army 
Officer’s Training School at Touris France. 

As a close associate to Alfred Grebe he wrote the first 
A. H. Grebe catalog. Later he became the first RCA Dir- 
ector of Publicity and wrote the first RCA cataiog “Radio 
Enters the Homes.” 

Many old timers will remember him as Editor of Radio 
Broadcast magazine and the originator of ‘“‘Giant Killer Cable” 
the first early low impedance transmission line. 

The early 5 meter New York gang will remember his 
station W2DKJ atop the tower at 40 Wall Street and W2USA 
at the 1939 Worlds Fair. 

After several years operating his own company and a 
stint as Rep. for the National Company, he moved to Flor- 
ida in the early 40’s. Instead of retiring he found the larg- 
est Manufacturers Representative group in the state. 

These few paragraphs are only a few pages of his 86 
years. He is another of the individuals who spent his life 
contributing to the many phases of what was once called 
“WIRELESS.” fase 

From all of the gang that knew you Arthur — May the 
Lord bless you and may you rest in peace.

Usually you can hear SP-4 Glenn Childs AEMIEWA 
running Army MARS phone patches from Frankfort, Ger- 
many. 

Recently Glenn returned home in Orlando. And what 
did he do with his spare time? You got it ~ he turned on 
my rig (AAR4PP) and ran phone patches. Regular busman’s 
holiday. 


~Makes you wonder what’s so addictive about phone 
patching for servicemen. Lord knows it’s tedious and annoy- 
ing. Getting a Bell Co. operator to understand what the 
call is well enough to explain it to the recipient can be an 
exercise in futility. Hearing people get mad because nobody 
hears them until the other side says, ‘“‘Over’’, dan leave you 
talking to yourself after you hang up. And there’s the “‘Thats 
not my Johnny” syndrome. (Johnny sounds different on 
SSB — almost like a stranger.) 

Two hours of this is more fatiguing than listening to 
Wayne Green attacking the ARRL. It’s even more fatiguing 
than reading ARRL back-patting in QST. Why do people 
get involved and, like Glenn, keep doing it for free when 
they normally get paid to do it ? 

Glenn says the reason is satisfaction. Theres’ simply no 
satisfaction like it. You hear the joy in people’s voices when 
they talk directly to folks they love, and you hear them 
choke up and weep for joy, too, because they are making a 
call to someone they can’t afford to dial direct. No other 
communication system does what phone-patching does. You 
have to monitor, so you can’t help hearing, and what you 
hear makes you know the world is definitely a bit better 
than it was an hour ago when you joined the phone-patch 
net. What other Amateur activity gives you that sense of 
satisfaction? ? Worked-all-states? ? Trading signal-strength 
reports with a guy in Vladivostock? Pulling your SWR down 
from 1.1 to 1.000001? 

Army phone patch frequencies are 14,402, 14,663, 20,975 
and 20994, depending what’s open at any given time of day. 
Your present gear can reach these freqs without modification. 
Tune in and listen some time. These calls are personal, and 
not secret, and you might enjoy hearing the sound of peo- 
ple blowing kisses on single sideband.

MARS

_ Folks sometimes give credit to hams for more than they have 
done, or than they have done yet anyway. Like the new amateur 
who one day received a piece of traffic for relay with a heading that 
indicated it came from GERMANY VIA MARS, and wanted to 
know if AMSAT had arepeater on the planet Mars.He soon learned 
that MARS stands for Military Affiliate RadioSystem, the current 
name for a cooperative arrangement between the U.S. Armed 
Forces and radio amateurs, dating back to 1925, whereby amateur 
stations are licensed as U.S. Government stations and are 
authorized to use U.S. Government frequencies to provide back-up 
communication facilities for the armed forces. 

Traffic handled on MARS nets ordinarily is much the same as 
that handled on amateur nets, personal communications mainly for 
the benefit of military personnel, but any traffic is welcome when 
the load is not too heavy. The traffic MARS is primarily geared to 
handle, however, is more important: emergency traffic when 
regular communication channels break down or are overloaded, as 
might be caused by a disaster, sabotage enemy action; morale 
traffic for military personnel in locations where other com- 
munication is not economically feasible; training activities to 
prepare amateurs to render assistance, both as technicians and as 
operators, should the armed forces havd a sudden need for their 
services. MARS is strictly volunteer effort, except for a few people 
in the military who handle liaison between the military and the 
amateurs, but it does have a few fringe benefits, particularly in the 
matter of making available military surplus gear for issue to 
qualified members. Amateurs who join MARS remain civilians, 
may withdraw at anytime, and assume no legally enforeeable 
obligations by joining. Any who are interested may contact any or 
all of the MARS chiefs for more information:

HOW TO PASS AN EXAMINATION 


For success in passing an examination you must pre- 
pare yourself at least three ways: 

1. Physically. Don’t spend a lot of hours before the 
examination trying to cram all night and arrive exhausted 
at the examination. Get a good nights rest, avoid drugs 
and alcohol, etc. 

2. Mentally. Relay at the time of the examination. 
Remember you don’t have to get more than 3/4 to pass. 
Also remember there is another time coming. Taking the 
examination should be a earning experience. 

3. Studying for the test. Use more than one source 
of study material and be sure it is up to date. This gets 
you acquainted with the words common to the field and 
how they are used. No two authors express the same idea 
the same way. Buy good manterial to study. Books are 
the cheapest part of an amateur’s equipment. Class study 
is good. 

In taking the exam: 

a. Don’t read anything into the question that isn’t 
there. I would say reading is about as important as know- 
ledge of the subject. 

b. Go through the examination carefully, and answer 
only the questions that are obvious to you. Remember 
that you have plenty of time. As you go through the 
material you will find things that may help straighten out 
your thinking on the questions you left out. 

As you go through life you will find out that if you 
can’t remember a name or some other thing that you know 
you should know, if you let it simmer while you go on to 
something else and -1on’t push too much, the brain com- 
puter will go to work on it and the answer will come. So 
it is with the examinations questions. 

c. In multiple choice questions with four or five 
answers, don’t guess. The odds are against you. Elimin- 
ate the obvious wrong answer. If you must guess, at least 
narrow it down to two choices. Then you have a 50-50 
chance. 

d. Don’t change an answer unless you are sure. One

g. Don’t wait. Take the test over again as soon as

HOW TO TREAT YOUR RADIO 

A good operator and master should know how to treat his or her 
radio in a downright proper manner. My radio and I sat down and 
had a long talk on what I should do to have a more meaningful 
relationship and we compiled this list: 

1. First, go out sometime this week and leave your radio along 
with that cutellittle transmatch he’s been wanting to meet: this way 
you, the master, will have a more meaningful relationship with all 
parts of your station.
